to see his betting licence. He then put the 
weapon to him and against his forehead 
saying: ‘‘It is your money we want,” and 
added, "' No tricks or you are in for it.” The 
weapon was a Smith and Webley revolver. 
Mrs. Giltrap came on the scene, and tried, 
but failed, to get possession of the revolver, 
when the witness told her to go upstairs 
(where ~~ telephone was), and when they 
heard the telephone they went away. He 
pursued the men, and at Highfield road caught 
the prisuner, who was lame, and could not 
move as fast as the others. The prisoner 
handed the revolver to one of the other men; 
wthe police came up, and the accused, having 
struggled in the meantime, was arrested. 

Detective Sergeant Killeen stated that when 
charged the prisoner said nothing. ' 

The prisoner said that it was physically 
impossible for him to have run away, and he 
denied that he had any revolver. It was all 
a betting feud, and a man went to see about 
his bets. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and 
he was sentenced to five years’ penal servi- 
tude.

DELAYED AT PLYMOUTH. 


The Lord Mayor of Belfast, who flew from 
London to Plymouth on Tuesday, was unable 
to carry out his programme, and return by air 
to Belfast yesterday, owing to bad visibility 
and rain. | : 

Accompanied by General Sir Sefton 
Brancker, the Director of Civil Aviation in 
Great Britain, he leaves Plymouth in a 
De Havilland machine this morning.

- BELFASTS GREAT WATER. 
SCHEME. 
FIRST SOD CUT BY 
LORD CARSON. 


HIS HOPES FOR ULSTER'S 
FUTURE, 


By Oun Spectra CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday, 

Lord Carson to-day cut the first sod of the 
Silent Valley Reservoir, Mourne Mountains, 
for the Belfast Waterworks Commissioners. 
The Silent Valley will be turned into a huge 
lake, which will store three thousand million 
gallons of water, a quantity sufficient to meet 
the requirements of double the present popula- 
tion Belfast. ' . 

The construction of the barrier across the. 
valley will involve an expenditure of about a 
million pounda, will take about, six years to 
complete, and will give employment to up- 
wards of men. 

On the invitation of the Belfast Water 
Commissioners, a large party travelled by 
special train to Newcastle, and by motor 
coaches to the Silent Valley, which was reached 
at 12.15. Here Lord Carson, the Premier 
and members of the Northern Cabinet, the 
chief officials of the Government, and the 
other representative yisitors were welcomed 
by the Chairman of the Water Board (Mr. W. 
J. Scarlett), who was son i. ipa by his col- 
leagues of the Water Board. 

Lady Carson was presented with a beautiful 
'boguet by Miss Innis. 

THE CEREMONY. 

The Chairman of the Belfast City and Dis- 
trict Water Commissioners (Mr. . J, Scar- 
lett) introduced Lord Carson, and requested 
him to open the work of the construction of 
the Silent Valley Reservoir by cutting the 
first sod. He said that the City of Belfast, 
famed for the magnitude of its shipbuilding 
and manufacturing industries, would enhance 
that fame by the work which their dis- 
tinguished gtiest would formally inaugurate, 
and which, when it had reached the stage of 
completion, wor'i form one of the createst 
undertakings of ‘+s kind in the United Kingdom, 
while in Irelandit would be without a parallel. 
Who other than Lord Carson could so fittingly 
inaugurate that great enterprise? Of living 
men who had devoted their enery‘es, their 
talents, and their whole being to the mainten- 
ance of the integrity and the upbuilding of 
their beloved province he occupied the very 
foremost place. (Applause.) 

Sir Ernest Moir, Bart., principal director 
of Messrs. 8. Pearson and Sons, then handed 
Lord Carson a silver-mounted spade, with 
which he cut thefirst sod. 

The sod was placed in a silver-mounted 
barrow of polished. oak, and was wheeled off 
by Miss Innis. 

LORD CARSON. 

Lord Carson was received with cheers. He 
said :—May Goa bless this work. May this 
great engineering scheme prove as successful 
as the many great schemes that have made 
your province great, and mav the foresight of 
this Board prove a great and huge blessing 
to the present and future populations of Bel- 
fast, because, believe me, Belfast, great as it 
is, is going to be far greater. (Hear, hear.) 
It is only by the courage of preparing for 
future greatness that you will have the 
achievement which you desire. God bless the 
work. 

At the close of his speech there were cheers 
for Lord and Lady Carson. 

Mr. J. Miskimmin conveyed the thanks of 
the Water Commissioners to Lord Carson for 
his kindness in coming to cut the first sod of 
their new reservoir works. He said that it 
was their earnest hope that Lord Carson 
might. be spared, in the enjoyment of the best 
of health, to come back again when the work 
had been finished and the valley filled with 
water. (Applause.) 

This concluded the first stage of the pro- 


ceedings.

“ MISREPRESENTATION,” 

After paying a warm tribute to Sir Ernest 
Moir and to his services in the war, Lord 
Carson said— When I made speeches in Ulster, 
as I used to do occasionally, a short time 
ago, I used to be accused of making war-like 
speeches. There was never a gtaver or more 
fraudulent misrepresentation. My speeches 
were all for peace—that we all might be leit 
alone to carry out great peaceful undertakings, 
such as we are inaugurating to-day—({applause) 
—in order that we might bring home to *he 
humblest of our people the great and vast 
progressive movements “in engineering and in 
the science of health, which can only make 4 
community happy, Feet and healthy. 
(Applause.) hereíore, Í claim to-day that 
this inauguration, this undertaKking, is part of 
the culmination of the campaign of peace we 
waged since 1911. Peace! God grant us 
peace! (Hear, hear.) Peace has her victories, 
no less than war. Oh! that we might be sure 
that we have now not only here, but in the 
world, the lasting peace which can enable us 
to apply the best ‘of our intellect and our 
enérgies and our thoughts to work out the 
greatest of political programmes—the health 
of our people. (Applause.) It is only by 
each era and each stage of civilisation, as it 
progresses, doing its part honestly for the day, 
and looking forward to the vast communities 
that are to come, that you can ever get a 
great city such as Belfast now is—and much 
greater, as it will be—to attain the propor- 
tions which it deserves. 


DO WHAT IS RIGHT. 

All I care, or have ever cared, for in the 
whole of my public life—I say it honestly and 
sincerely, and from my heart to you—was 
that 1 should do something that 
was good or’ that I believed. was 
good, or something that was right, or 
that I believed was right.

WEXFORD, COUNCLL’S 
DILEMMA. 


- 


At the last meeting of Wexford County 
Council, letters were read from Messrs. John 
Sinnott, Wexford, and Michael Redmond, 
Inisterin, resigning their membership, as a 

rotest against the decision of Mr. Justice 

ylie, in ing that the rate collectors, who 
were dismissed during the pre-treaty period 
for declining to obey the orders of the Council 
and Dail Eireann, were entitled to super- 
annuation. 

The Chairman (Mr. E. P. Foley) said that 
he considered the Council should stand to- 
gether and fight the question with the Go- 
vernment, No member should resign, and he 
suggested that Messrs. Sinnott an dmond 
be asked to reconsider their decision. 

Alderman Corish (member of Dail Eireann) 
said that it would be a suicidal policy for’ 
members to resign. He would be prepared to 
continue, even if a@ mandamus were obtained 
and they had to go to jail. He knew that, as 
far as Mr. Justice Wylie’s decision was con- 
cerned, it was a foregone conclusion. What 
the Government should have done was to 
bring in a bill to indemnify. County Councils 
who were in their position. He had an idea 
that the Government would not have the 
cheek to place the burden of superannuating 
the dismissed rate collectors on the County 
Council of Wexford, which was the first to 
make the orders of Dail Eireann effective 
during the fight against the British. If an 
erder was made against the Council, they 
should refuse to pay and the people would 
rally to them. 

"Mr. M. Doyle (Dail Eireann) said that. if 
they eould get the co-operation of the other 
Councils who were in the same position, and 
they threatened to adjourn, -he did not be- 
lieve that the Government would saddle the 
Council with the burden, unless they wished 
to commit a suicidal act of theirs. The Go- 
vernment intended to compensate the dis- 
missed collectors, but from what source it 
was to come he did not know. With the co- 
operation of the other Councils, the Govern- 
ment would not have the cheek to saddle the 
Co. Wexford ratepayers with an extra burden 
of £12,000. 

The Chairman—We are £38,000 in debt, and 
the Government owe us the money and we 
cannot get it. 

The Secretary read a letter addressed to 
Mr. Doyle by Mr. Blythe, Local Government 
Minister, stating that Co. Wexford’s indebted- 
ness for non-payment of annuities was 


20,000. 

Alderman Corish—That 1s a rather ews 
Dusiness propositon of the Government—to 
keep £38, to cover £20,000. 

The Chairman said the financial position of 
the Council was sound, although they had not 
got a penny of the rate struck in April. They 
were owed £38,000 by the Government, and 
the Council owed ,000 to the bank, on 
which they were paying 4 per cent. interest. 

Mr. Sinnott stated he was prepared to agree 
to the suggestion of an adjournment; other- 
wise he would not withdraw his resignation. 

The Secretary submitted “a report on the 
proceedings ot Mr, Justice Wylie's investigs- 
tion of the rate collectors’ claims, which 
stated—‘‘ The Co. Council are naturally con- 
cerned with the question of payment. The 

ratuities and pensions (capitalised) will not 

less than £10,000. Is there a particle of 
justice or equity in saddling the ratepayers 
of Co. Wexford with this huge amount? 
Other Councils did not dismiss their collectors, 
and if the Wexford County Council had not 
been so meticulously loyal to the Loca] Go- 
vernment (Dail Eireann), they. could have 
made an arrangement with their collectors, 
whose Sonimat at the particular juncture 
was the greatest blow to the efficiency of local 
administration. They (the collectors) are to 
be rewarded for their disloyalty by more hand- 
some treatment than the Wexford County 
Council would afford its faithful servants. This 
Council will not ask the ratepayers to 
bear the enormous burden. The President 
of the Government and Mr. O’Higgins in- 
structed us to dismiss disloyal servants; it 
would be ironic if they will compel the rate- 
ayers to contribute a rate of 8d. in the £ 
cause their representatives, the County 
Council, ‘ stood fast’ to this advice. Provision 
has been made by the Government to com- 
pensate people who have suffered by the war 
for independence; surely the Government will 
not mulct those who carried out the instruc- 
tions of the present-day Cabinet Ministers. 
If the Government, by sealed order or other- 
wise, inflict this wrong on the people of the 
County Wexford, we, as your representatives, 
must resist this tyranny as we resisted the 
oppression of our late masters—the British.” 

After further discussion, Mr. Sinnott agreed 
to continue a member of the Council, pending 
a special meeting of the whole body to con- 
sider what steps will be taken in view of 
Mr. Justice Wvlie’s decision.

USED BY IRISH REPUBLICAN 
POLICE. 


A claim against Dail Eireann funds for the 
hire of motor cars was heard by the Dail 
Eireann Courts (Winding Up) Commission in 
Dublin Castle yesterday, before Chief Com- 
missioner J. Creed Meredith, Mr. Commis- 
sioner Devitt, and Mr. Commissioner 
Crowley. 

Mr. Gerald Burke (instructed by Mr. Chris- 
topher Friery) applied on behalf of Joseph 
McGonagle, trading as the Swords Motor Ser- 
vice, for £30 lds. 

Applicant, in an affidavit, stated that 
during June, July, August, and September, 
1922, his motor cars were hired by the then 
Irish Republican Police, through their 
brigade police officer, Patrick Glennan. The 
cars were used by the police for carrying 
prisoners, attending evictions, and general 
police duty. He furnished Brigade Police 
Officer Glennan, in or about September, 1922, 
with a copy of the account, and calculated at 
the rate of one shilling per mile. 

The Chief Commissioner said that they 
would direct the Registrar to send the affi- 
davit and the account certified to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs, with the statement 
that, while the claim did not literally come 
within Sub-section Ib, Section 17, of the Dail 
Eireann Courts Act, it seemed to be a valid 
claim against the Dail Eireann Funds.

To-day’s ceremony was remarkable in 
the history of the University, for Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling is said to be the first great poet who 
has been honoured as Rector, while it also 
happened that Mr. Stanley Bakiwin,, the 
Prime Minister, who is a cousin of Mr. 
Kipling, was having conferred upon him the 
degree of LL.D. Mr. Kipling succeeded Sir 
James Barrie as Lord Rector. 

In the morning the new Rector, the Prime 
Minister, and other distinguished personages, 
attended a religious Service in the University 
Chapel.

** Unfortunately — most unfortunately — we 
have no record of the meeting of the world’s 
first liar with the world’s second liar; but 
from what, we know of their descendants to- 
day they were probably of opposite sexes, 
married at once, and begat numerous progeny.’’ 
Their ancestor knew that if he did not provide 
himself with rations in advance, for his pro- 
posed excursion away from the tribe, he 
would surely starve. Consequently, he took 
some pains, and practised a certain amount of 
self-denial. to get and prepare those rations. 
“ Because,’’ continued Mr. Kipling, “if a 
man hag not his rations in advance for any 
excursion of any kind that he proposes to 
himself, he must stay with his tribe. ts 
people must be his people, and its God be his 


The independence that was a “ glorious 
privilege’ in Robert Burns s day was now 
more difficult to achieve than when one had 
merely to overcome a few material obstacles, 
and the rest followed almost automatically. 
Nowadays, to own oneself in any decent 
measure one had to run counter to a gospel, 
and to fight against its atmosphere; and an 
atmosphere, so long as it could be kept up, 
was rather cloying. 

NO NEED FOR PESSIMISM. 

Even so, there was no need for the indivi- 
dual who intended to own himself to be too 
pessimistic. Let them, as their forefathers 
used, count their blessings. “ The post-war 
world, which discusses so fluently and frankly 
the universality and cogency of sex as the 
dominant factor of life, has adopted a reserved 
and modest attitude in its handling of the 
imperious and inevitable details of mere living 
and working. I will respect that attitude. 

“ The initial payments on the policy of 
one’s independence, then, must be financed, 
by no means for publication, but as a guar 
antee of good faith towards oneself, primarily 
out of the drinks that one does not too con- 
tinuously take, the maidens in whom one does 
not too extravagantly rejoice, the entertain- 
ments that one does not too system- 
atically attend or conduct, the trans- 
portation one does not too magnificently 
employ, the bets one does not too 
generally place, and the objects of beauty and 
desire that one does not too generously buy. 

Secondarily, these revenues can be added to 
by extra work, undertaken at hours before or 
after one’s regular work, when one would 
infinitely rather rest or play. That involves 
the question of how far you can drive your- 
self without breaking down, and if you do 
break down how soon you can recover and 
carry on again. This is for you to judge, and 
to act accordingly. 

No one regretted, no one had regretted, 
more than he that these should be the terms 
of the policy. It would better suit the spirit 
of the age if personal independence could be 
guaranteed for all by some form of co-ordi- 
nated action, combined with public assist- 
ance, and so forth. Unfortunately there were 
still a few things in this world that a man 
must manage for himself. His own independ 
ence was one of them, and the obscure, re- 
peated shifts and contrivances and absten- 
tions necessary to the manufacture of it were 
too personal and intimate to expose to the 
inspection of any department, however sym- 
pathetic. 

“ After all,” said Mr. Kipling, “ yourself is 
the only person you can by no possibilitv get 
away from in this life, and maybe in another. 
It is worth a little pains and money to: do 
good to him. For it is he, and not our 
derivatively educated minds, or our induced 
emotions, who preserves in us the undefeated 
senior instinct of independence.’’ 

MR. BALDWIN’S HOPE. 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Baldwin) was the

Free State Finance. 


Mr. Andrew Jameson's speech in the 
Senate yesterday expresses~the’duubts and 
fears of a large number of patriotic 
citizens. Th, Free State’s credit, which is 
its chief asset, depends on the Govern- 
ment's handling of financial problems. It 
wil’ be tested severely during the next few 
months; yet at this vita] moment it is 
being impaired by official methods which 
breed anxiety on both sides of the Irish 
Sea. The country is painfully aware of 
its financial obligations—the large cost of 
its services, its huge bill for losses, its 
heavy commitments under the working of 
new laws. It does not know how those 
obligations will be met or what steps, if 
any, the Government is taking to reduce 
expenditure. The vague reference to 
finance in the Governor-General’s address 
gave no clue, and the Budget need not be 
introduced for another six months. Is the 
national credit to endure the mischievous 
results of another half-year of official 
silence? Senator Jameson urges in grave, 
though moderate, language the danger of 
such a course. He asks the Government to 
tell the country, without further delay, 
how it proposes to balance its Budget— 
to reinforce the assured revenue of some 
twenty-seven millions which at present is 
utterly inadequate to the national ex- 
penditure. The largest item in that ex- 
penditure is the cost of the Army which, 
in these days of comparative peace, still 
amounts to some ten millions a year. 
What is the Government doing to 
reorganise the whole system of Army 
accounts and to reduce its size and the 
cost of its maintenance to reasonable pre- 
portions? How does it intend to mect the 
bill for reparations and to finance the 
working of the new Land Act? Mr. 
Jameson asks for the fullest information 
on these and other matters—in fact, for 
a substantial forecast of the Government's 
next Budget. He says that, if the infor- 


are in their favour. Admittedly the cost 
of living in the Free State is far too high, 
but the contention that prices must fall 
before wages is, in the truest sense of the 
word, preposterous. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson’s arguments in 
favour of high wages will not, hold water. 
In Denmark, he says, the bricklayer gets 
105s. 7d. per week, while in the Free 
State his wage is only 82s. 6d. Mr. 
Johnson’s figures may be correct, but he 
makes one important omission. He does 
not tell us how many bricks the Dane 
lays in comparison with the Irishman. 
Again, he ridicules the suggestion that 


English conditions have any bearing. 


on. the Free State’s problems. Has 
he read the statement by the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company 
ii regard to the importation of rolling- 
stock from Great Britain? Coaches can 
be bought in England and delivered in 
Dublin at about £300 apiece less than the 
cost of their manufacture at Inchicore. 
In Dublin wages in the sheds range 
from 75s. 1lld, to 80s. 9d.; in England 
they range from 60s. 6d. to 62s. 6d. How 
can Inchicore hope to compete with Eng- 
land under such a handicap? How can the 
Port of Dublin compete with Belfast? 
Of course, it would be idle to deny 
that “profiteering ’’ is rampant; retailers 
follow Labour s lead in bleeding the con- 
sumers white. In this case, however, as 
Senator O'Farrell explained in the Upper 
House, the blame rests largely with 
the whole system of distribution in 
the Free State. As we have had occasion 
to remark repeatedly, there are far too 
many retailers in Southern Ireland. Their 
“turnovers’’ are not sufficient to allow 
them to work on a small profit margin, 
and consequently they are more or less 
forced to keep their price. at an exorbitant 
level. A general fall in wages, however, 
would clear the way for a solution of this 


problem, which is pressing heavily on the 


poor. All our social evils can be traced 
finally to the same source, and, despite 
the sophistries of the Labour leaders, 
there can be no adyance in any direction 
until it is removed.

consistent with justice and injurious to the 
community. These may be wholly unfounded 
beliefs, but if they are accepted by the 
stranger, what wil: be the result? He may, 
and probably will, avoid the possibility of his. 
fears being tested by refusing to deal with 
persons in a country district except upon .a 
cash basis. Credit is the life of trade, and 
if the distributor does not get credit he will 
have to increase his prices so as to charge 
the consumer with the interest on what he 
has paid for the time he has had his goods in 


stock. 
COUNTRY JURORS. 

It may be suggested that this objection 
would be met to some extent by increasing the 
area from which the jury is drawn. No 
doubt, the Jarger the area the less the local 
influence will be, but, at the same time, the 
more intolerable will be the burden cast upon 
the jurors. Further, the objection (whether 
well founded or not) is an. objection to a 
country jury, and is not really met by alter- 
ing the area from which such a jury’ comes, 
or providing that the jury should be ¢hosen 
from one country area eather than another. 

There are other arguments in support of 
the proposition that: there should be no juries 
in civil actions in the Circuit Court, but space 
forbids any elaboration of such arguments. 
The inclusion of juries in this part of the 
system will lengthen the proceedings, and, 
consequently, increase the cost, both to liti- 
gants and the State. Further, the burden of 
serving on juries is mtch greater in an agri- 
cultaral community than in a city community. 
The country jurors will have to serve in 
criminal cases in the Circuit Court, but their 
burden will be increased enormously if there 
are to be juries in civil actions there also. 

It may be that the Legislature will decide 
that there are not to be juries in civil actions 
in the Circuit Court. 

If it is so decided, it will then become mate- 
rial to consider how far the right of a jury 
in the High Court, as now existing, is to be 
preserved, and, further, to consider whether 
either party should not, in certain cases, be 
allowed to have the action tried by a jury in 
the High Court, even though the other party 
would prefer 4 trial in the Circuit Court by a 
judge without a jury. 

Unless and until it is known how the Legis- 
lature intend to solve. these problems and to 
decide these issues, there is a difficulty in 
criticising the proposed limits of the civil 
jurisdiction of the Circuit Court as set out 
in the bill; and the Legislature cannot fairly 
determine what those limits should be until 
they have first, decided those issues.

When we 
met this day week I told the Senate that the 
procedure of debate on the Address was a 
matter entirely for them, and I suggested 
that until we had Standing Orders ef 
procedure the best thing was simply to have 
a debate without any resolution, and conse- 
quently without any amendment. That sug- 
gestion was adopted without dissent from any 
part of the House, and I must say that, at 
the least, it is very unfortunate that a 
senator should seek to go behind that. It 
puts the rest of his colleagues in a false 
position. 

After some further remarks, Colone] Moore 
said that he accepted the Chairman’s ruling, 
but did not agree with it. 

The Chairman—I must say that that state- 
ment is entirely out of order, and I must 
remind the Senator that it is not respectful 
to say that he does not agree with the 
ruling of the chair. Whether he agrees with it 
or not, he has got to obey it. 


THE DEBATE. 


Senator O'Farrell opened the debate on the 
Address of the Governor-General. The state- 
ments in the Address, he said, were jn- 
definite, the references somewhat cryptic, and 
the promises beautifully vague and non-com- 
mittal. if 
sometimes as “Í” and sometimes as “ we. 
It semed that. there. was some uncertainty 
whether the Governor-General was one man 
or a number of men rolled into one. 

It seemed strange that the greater part of 
the legislation foreshadowed, some of it very 
important, had not been mentioned during the 
election. One of the first measures mentioned 
was a Military Defence Force Bill. That a 
drastic overhaul and tightening up of the 
whole Army machine was necessary was pain- 
fully evident. 

While recognising the great services of the 
Army in the dark and critical days, one was 
reluctantly forced to admit that at the present 
time there was a great lack of discipline 
and unseemly escapades by certain officers in 
certain parts of the country which were under- 
mining confidence in the Army. A spirit of 
Junkerdom seemed to have entered into the 
minds of some people in authority, which 
made them act as if they were the masters 
and not the servants of the people. 


“í 


He especially mentioned the night firing, 


the sham battle, in Dublin on the night before 
the elections, and of which no explanation 
was yet forthcoming. People were left to 
draw their own conclusions as to the reason 
of the firing, conclusions not very creditable 
to the Government. If such things could 
happen under the very eyes of the Com- 

r-in-Chief, what must be the state of 
afiairs in remote parts of the country? 


PROFITS AND WAGES. 

On the question of unemployment he said 
that the Governor-General’s — mentioned 
prices, profits, and wages.’ He agreed with 
that sequence. During the war the increase 
in wages came last of the three, but now the 
employers demanded a reversal of the order— 
that wages must come down before there is 
any fall in prices and profits. Even with that, 
there was no guarantee to the worker that his 
acceptance a lower wages would mean a 
corresponding reduction in prices. The big 
reduction in the salaries and wages of rail- 
waymen had not brought relief in railway 
rates and fares. 

Farmers were selling their produce at a 
price slightly above that of pre-war days, 
while the consumer was paying for the same 
produce almost what he had to pay in the 
worst days of the great war. Pigs were sold 
at 6d. a lb., and the consumer had to pay 
ls. 8d. to 2s. a lb. for the bacon. It was 
evident that the most cruel, shameful and 
flagrant “ profiteering ” was going on, some- 
times at the expense of both the producer and 
the consumer, but always at that of the con- 
sumer. 

Thev knew that in the case of Guinness’s, 
who did not reduce thé go of porter and 
stout, although barley had fallen from 45s. a 
barrel to less than 20s. a barrel. In 1913-14 
Guinness paid in dividends £700,000, and in 
1922-23 £1.800,000. Those figures did not 
show the whole of the profit, because in 1908 
the capital was doubled, and in 1922-23 that 
operation was repeated; so that the share- 
holder who bought fifteen years ago was now 
getting a ripe of 72 per cent. While that 
state of affairs was obtaining, the farmer was 
absolutely. crippled by the price he was 
getting for his barley, and the agricultural 
labourer was compelled to accept wages that 
could not keep him in the elementary neces- 
sities of life, 


“ PROFITEERING.” 


The Address contained no reference to pro- 
posed legislation to deal with ‘‘ profiteering.” 
Until some practical legislative steps were 
taken to restrict the rapacit of commercial 
sharks, there was no use in vat Fer the workers 
to agree to lower wages. 

It was quite plain there were too many 
people trying to live on the handling and the 
distribution of the products of other people's 
labour. There were too many engaged in te 
retail trade, in which the turnover for ea 
was so smell that ee profits had to be dis- 
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an apple from an orchard was birched or sent 
to a reformatory. It was time the magistrates 
were given to understand that they must 
cease to encourage the vile traffic in the lives 
of the children of the poor. 


TOO MUCH SECRECY. 


In the Press there had been recently a pro- 
paganda against the workers, with the result, 
that the genera) public got to know only one 
side of the case in the disputes. They had so- 
called captains of industry who were out to 
smash the trade unions, Teoking upon them- 
selves as the successors to the man who in 
1913 brought the City of Dublin to the verge 
of ruin. That accounted for the extravagant 
nature of their demands and their refusal to 
compromise. 

Those men on one side and the antics of a 
roaring demagogue on the other were respon- 
sible for the inability to settle the Dublin 
dock dispute. There had been too much 
secrecy. It was time the public were told 
what efforts were being made to bring about 
a settlement. 

Some people had got it into their heads 
that their political power was not commensu- 
rate with the property they owned and the 
taxes they paid, and they set about impress- 


‘ing their importance upon the Government. 


They talked of patriotism while ar eer 
the interests of the country in their gree 
for power. Legislation to change the Irish 
railway system was long overdue. Even if 
they were supermen the- present managers 
could not make a success of a system that was 
the most top-heavy in the country, split up 
into twenty or thirty different companies, 
without co-ordination and with inconsistency 
in rates and charges. 

Mr. O'Farrell added that a Commission 
made certain recommendations, but newspaper 
editors, whose only knowledge of railway 
matters was confined to the inside of a rail- 
way carriage, howled at the Government to 
turn down the recommendations, and the 
Government had turned them down. Well, 
they could only await with interest to see 
what the Government would do in the matter. 

Crimes. and disorders were numerous. They 
were the aftermath of four or five years of 
strife, and were due also to the spirit of 
licentiousness of people who had acknowledged 
no law for the past five years. There would 
be no law until that spirit was killed, and 
he hoped that all classes would assist the 
Government in bringing to justice the 
marauding bands who preyed upon the public, 
rather than earn an honest living. 


FARM PRODUCE. 


Mr. Bennett said that he agreed with most 
of what Mr. O'Farrell had said. In a country 
teeming with food, the average man was un- 
able to live. To his mind, a reduction in 
ms Cm agricultural districts was impossible 
under existing conditions, but if the condi- 
tons were made what they should be, labourers 
could live on a much smaller wage. 

The prices of farm produce were as low now 
as they were before the war. One could get 

ood beef for 8d. a Ib., and the choicest could 

e sold at 9d. or 10d. a Ib. Their produce 
was being exploited for the good of middle- 
men to the ruin of the country. He was glad 
that the Government, was going to consider 
this matter. It was essential that the cost of 
transport on railways should come down. 

He welcomed the announcement that the 
Ministry of Agricultare intended introducing 
an Afforestation Bill, while another matter 
which he rejoiced to see men*ioned in the 
Address was that legislation would be in- 
troduced to have a national brand for butter. 
The best Irish butter was the best in the 
world; but, on the other hand, there were 
butters put on the market in Ireland which 
were not eatable. 

Mr. Kenny mentioned a town where, he 
said, 40 per cent. of the population were 
living.on the labour of 60 per cent. A strike 
occurred there largely owing to the question 


of wages and high prices, and the most | 


generous contributors to the strike funds were 
the traders. They saw that if wages came 
down they could no longer continue to 
rofiteer. In Spain 14 per cent. had been 
xed by the Government as the gross profits 
of the traders. 


AUSTRALIAN PROPOSAL, 


Mr. . Bruce, Australian Premier, was 
reported in the Press that morning as 
suggesting that the prices of essential food- 
stuffs, such as wheat and meat, should be 
stabilised. There was no reason why the 
State should not take steps in this country 
to stabilise the price of wheat, meat, milk, 
butter and eggs. A measure of that sort, 
coupled with the Spanish idea of limiting the 
gross profits of middlemen, would help to 
solve these problems. 

He urged that a quarantine station to deal 
with imported live stock should be established 
for the Free State in some island off the 


coast. The Northern Government had already | 


established a station of this kind. 

If Labour organisers were selected with 
greater caution, it would do much to prevent 
strikes and general unrest. The strike at 
Waterford was still unsettled because of some 
injudicidus reference by an organiser to the 
farmers’ title to their lands. 

Facing the facts, the economic outlook for 
the country was not very bright. Their 
whole basis for taxation was only £11,000,000, 
and if the country is not to decline com- 
mercially and economically their legislators 
would be put to their utmost.

AT DUBLIN PORT. 
As the result of a meeting. in the City 


| Arms Hotel, Dublin, ‘last night, Irish cattle’ 


traders have formed a committee to devise 
means for the protection of their industry. 
The meeting was called by Mr. John P. 
Cuffe, Chairman of the Irish Cattle Traders’ 
and Stockowners’ Association, who said ‘hat 
their object was to rescue the cattle industry 
of Ireland from its present precarious pori- 
tion, It seemed that the. parties to the 
present’ dispute, and particularly those re- 
sponsible for its prolongation, were far from 
realising facts. With the merits of the dis- 
pute they were not concerned, but they could 
not see the test industry of the country 
crippled without making an effort to avert 
complete disaster. One had only to look at 
the result of the suspension of the export 
of cattle as it affected the farmer, coming 
on the top of a bad harvest, to see its ever 
widening and destructive effects. They had 
the results of months and years of industry 
cut off from its best markets and sacrificed 
on the home markets at prices which offered 
When it was 
remembered that their best markets had 
lately been thrown open to the keen competi- 
tion of Canadian cattle, arriving in ever- 
increasing numbers, with the additiona] ad- 
vantages of regularity and immunity from 
labour troubles, it would be admitted that 
the menace to the Irish cattle trade was not 
sah gerated. 

e cattle trade was a virile force. It 
had had to contend with almost insuperable 
difficulties-in the way of onerous and hf&rass- 
ing restriétions of the British’ Ministry of 
Agriculture, heavy transport charges, quaran- 
tine, and numerous other handicaps, added to 
the hold up at their own ports. The limit 
of endurance had been reached, anu the 
socner that was realised by all concerned the 
better. 

In the cattle trade the fitst essentials of 
service, if they were to hold their markets, 
were regularity and dependability of sup- 
plies. here these factors were absent, 
thei: tenure of such markets’ was most in- 
secure. ~The cross-Channel buyer had be- 
come disgusted at the succession of strikes 
at the port, and it was only to be expected 
that he would seek a more reliable source 
of supplies. 

Just prior to the stoppage at the Port an 
enterprising section of the trade had in- 
stituted inquiries with a view to tapping the 
Continental markéts, and opening up a direct 
trade to the Continent with a service of 
steamers. This would nrovide a further out- 
let for their produce, and a very valuable 
addition to the trade of the Port, with its 
attendant increased employment, but the 
lustory of the past few years, with its re- 
curring strikes, offered no encouragement to 
such enterprise, and, indeed, it was only to 
be expected that the Continental buyer, 
IER; by the experience of their cross- 
Channel customers, would hesitate before en- 
trusting his requiremerits to such an un- 
reliable source of supplies. | 

Mr. P. McKenna, M.P., assured the meeting 
that whatever action the live stock trade took 
in this matter the Farmers’ Party in the Dail 
would be behind them. As to railway rates, 
he said that in England rates on agricultural 
produce, etc., had been reduced to 50 per 
cent. over pre-war leve] since May last. Until 
freights were reduced in Ireland they would 
not be able to compete with Continental 
countries, and in the pig trade, Denmark 
was beating them. It was time for the people 
of Dublin to wake up, because he was 'n- 
formed that through bookings were going 
on through the port of Belfast. There would 
have to be some machinery set up to settle 
these strikes. He believed that there was 
some hidden hand behind this thing, trying 
to injure the city and the port and divert 
traffic elsewhere. 


DEPUTATION FROM STRIKE 
COMMITTEE. 

A has from the Strike Committee 
of the Irish Transport and General Workers 
Union appeared, and Mr, P. Murray said that 
the Union was prepared to see that three 
boats, each able to accommodate 500 ‘at 
cattle, would be run from the North Wall 
as the same tates as the British and Irish 
charged, if facilities were provided.

Prices are rushing upwards hourly—as an 
instance I heard to-day of a man who paid 
15 millions for a drink when he started lunch 
and 30 millions for another when he finished— 
and most of the shops are either declining to 
sell or are severely rationing their castomers. 

The import and export business: has come 
to a complete stand-still. In such an atmo- 
sphere anything may happen. Whatever one 
may think of the Stinnes manceuvres, the fact 
has to be chronicled that public opinion is 
swinging to the Right in sheer desperation, 
and the Socialist Party’s considered appeal in 
Vorwarts to-day for unity m face of the 
threat of civil war, is based on no exaggerated 
view of the situation. 

It was the  Government’s hope that the 
third reading of the Emergency Bill would 
be taken in the Reichstag to-day, despite the 
sinister combination of the Communists and 
the German Nationals to oppose this course.

Even the ‘‘treason’’ of Stinnes 1s over- 
shadowed by the newest crisis, the more so 
since 1t is now perfectly clear that Herr 
Stresemann, unofficially, if not officially, 
knew all about the visit to General Degoutte 
beforehand. 

The one faint hope of .saving the mark 
is the report that pourparlers are proceeding 
with American banking groups for their par- 
ticipation in the projected new “currency.

‘The Gospel of the Brothers Barnabas,” at 
the Repertory Theatre to-night, proved at 
any rate that creative evolution had not in- 
duced Mr. Bernard Shaw to alter his old 
formula for a play. tis characters argued, 
held forth, and were rude to each other, in 
quite the old Shavian way. 

Luckily they were witt7, too; and al 
little tired of the caricatures of two eminent 
statesmen, and of the solemnity of the 
brothers Barnabas themselves, the play is well 
enough done. i 

In the eecond part of the Pentateuch, Mr. 
Bernard Shaw, to be quite frank, had 
set himself a task which not all 
his wits had been able to achieve. 
He had to show how. modern religion and 


Barnabas, had come to the conclusion that 
life must be extended if man is to work out 
the ideals of Eve. 

In the first part, Cain represented the de- 
parture of man from the simplicity of Adam. 
He was the first of the killers, the destroyers. 
In the first play, the politicians who govern 
the world, as a game, are his lineal descen- 
dants. We also have a new post-war Eve, in 
Savvy Barnabas, a simple lifer, who had no 


Burge, the politicians. 

The ‘mere announcement of the brothers 
Barnabas that man must will to live for at 
least 300 years, and the discussion of the 
politicians, are all the material of this play. 
It does not go very deep, and the poetry of 
“In the beginning” is not in any way sus- 
tained. It is just the old Shaw we know so 
well. There was, of course, just a topical in- 
terest in the caricatures of the eminent states- 
men, but the Cénsor has forbidden any colour- 
able likeness to them to be presented on the 
stage. ' 

A witty way out of the difficulty has been 
invented by someone at the Repertory 
Theatre. Osmund Willson, the Lubin, who 
is evidently meant to be Mr. Asquith, is made 
up like Mr. Lloyd George, but with a short 
beard, and the Joyce Burge of Eric H. 
Messiter, in spite of his Welsh accent and the 
fact that he was formerly a solicitor, is made 
to look very like Mr. Asquith. 

Thé text has not been altered, and there is 
no guestion as to the originals of Mr. Bernard 
Shaw's caricatures, I do not think they 
would have objected, for the fun is good- 
natured in its way. 

It cannot be said, however, that. Mr. 
Bernard Shaw. pulling. the legs of the politi- 
cians, helps forward the main idea of his 
Pentateuch, but his admirers seemed to be 
quite satisfied at Birmingham to-night.

The race, which is a peculiar one in the 
sense that a fair proportion of regular racing 
men do not know of its existence, is run at 
Newmarket on a day when the racing army 
is elsewhere. 

In a Charter of King Charles II. of 1666 
the race is described as ' The Newmarket 
Town Plate, to be run on the second Thursday 
in October for ever, at 12 of the clock.’’ 

The course is four miles—two miles out and 
home from. the July course winning post 
“behind the ditch.’ The-event is recognised 
in so far that participation in it does not 
disqualify a horse from running at a recog- 
niséd meeting. 

Interviewed before leaving for Newmarket 
yesterday, Miss Benson said that she hoped 
to ride Perry Hill, Mr. Lionel Phillip’s 
horse. Failing Perry Hill, she relies on the 
sportsmanship of some other Newmarket 
owner to fix her up with a mount. It has 
always been her ambition to become a jockey, 
and when she rode as a jockey for the films it 
gave her the thrill of her life.’’

ESCAPE FROM CELL. 


EPISODE AT THE LONDON 
SESSIONS. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON,. Wednesday. 

Three prisoners made a daring escape from 
the London Sessions House, Newington Cause- 
way, London, this morning. The three men, to- 
gether with a 19-year-old lad, were placed in 
a room known as the accommodation cell, on 
the ground floor of the building. They forced 
an iron bar from a window, leaving an aper- 
ture of about nine inches, through which they 
escaped. The lad made no attempt to escape. 

The window opened on to a walled 
quadrangle, and it is believed that they 
climbed the wall, and got on to a flat roof 
above the main hall. i sé of the men then 
made his way over the roof, and, climbing a 
nine-foot wall, jumped into a small garden 
at, the side oí the building.

THE JUDICATURE BILL. 


A BARRISTER’S CRITICISM. 


At the National Club, 39 Upper Sackville 
street, Dublin, a lecture on the Judiciary 
Bill was given last evening by Mr. H. J. 
Moloney, barrister-at-law, Mr. J, J. Scannel 
in the chair. 

To fully appreciate the effect of the pro- 
posed legislation, Mr. Moloney contended, was 
difficult for a lawyer, and much more so for 
the most intelligent business man. There 
did not exist in any country a system of 
judicature so perfect that it had no critics. 
There was no crying demand for a change 
in our system in 1914, when there was peace 
and order in the country. It seemed to be 
the reason why a demand for a change was 
made was that judges and magistrates were 
looked on as officials of an alien rule. The 
Courts were the pillars of the State, and 
they should be established on more solid 
foundations than the whim of national passion. 
The scheme of the decentralisation. which is 
broadly outlined in the bill. had filled a 
great many with regret, because it would 
mean that members of the Law Library will 
be scattered in the Circuit Courts throughout 
the country. 

In the bill is the suggested, first that the 
jurisdiction of the County Court should be 
increased from £50 to £300 in matters of 
contract and tort. In cases dealing with land 
or administration of estates and mortgages, 
the Court would have jurisdiction where the 
Poor Law valuation of the land did not 
exceed £60, or where the personal property 
in question did not exceed £1,000. It was 
his opinion that the provision of the bill 
that an action must be brought in cases in 
the county in which the defendant resides 
wag open to several objections. The bill con- 
tained no provisions as to how often or where 
the Circuit Court Judges are to sit. If they 
were to go from town to town, he did not 
see how they could possibly sit more fre- 
quently than once in three months in each 
town, and litigants would have to wait until 
such time as the. judges - would sit; 
whereas, if the proceedings took place 
in Dublin, an expeditious trial could always 
be assured. The new Courts would be Courts 
of Record, and where were those records to 
bs kept? If they adopted a revolutionary 
change, the public ought to be called on to 
express their opinion. 

The bill bore evidence of hurried draughts- 
manship, and if any piece of legislation re- 
quired care and skill, and ample time, it was 
a Judicature Act. 

After referring in detail to several of the 
provisions in t bili, Mr. Moloney con- 
cluded by expressing the opinion that the 
complications that it involved were likely to 
lead to a great deal of misunderstanding. 

Mr. Gerald Tench proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Moloney, which was seconded 
by Mr. Thomas Lawler, and unanimously 
adopted. :

The Government’s reply to Mr. Bruce's 
ey was the immediate revelation of the 
plans that had been already drawn up to 
meet the more — demands of the Over. 
seas Dominions. These are designed in the 
main to make the existing preference effec- 
tive, though certain new duties are intro- 
duced, Eo it was indicated that the Go- 
vernment might be prepared to go farther in 
this direction if there was any general desire 
expressed that they should do so. But it is 
necessary to distinguish between the proposals 
ot Mr. Bruce, which entail an important 
change in policy, and the plans of the Go- 
‘ernment, which are designed to meet 
specific cases. The extersion of the prefer- 
ence on dried fruits is intended to meet the 
requirements of Australia and South Africa, 
particularly in regard to the Murray Valley, 
of which so much has been heard. Mr. 
Massey said that they would also benefit 
New Zealand. Australia, therefore, can 
now proceed with the Murray Valley scheme, 
which, it is expected, will ultimately absorb 
three-quarters of a million settlers, so that 
for the moment Australia has ample scope 
fcr its plans for settlement. When she re- 
veals her further projects they can be 
examined, and it is to be hoped that the 
Government here will again see its way to 
co-operate. 

The object of the readjustment of the sugar 
duty is to give security for ten years. That. 
of course, meets the immediate and expressed 
demands of the West Indies. The increased 
preference on tobacco is intended to help the 
South African industry, and may, it is said, 
be of seme slight assistance also to Canada. 
Other parts of the Empire that grow tobacco 
will simultaneously benefit, including India, 
although India does not yet give any prefer- 
ence to British goods. It would be a happy 
consequence if this free gift to India should 
induce her to adopt some reciprocal measures. 
Last night the Government issued their fur- 
ther proposals in regard to financial co- 
operation, so that in outline the British 
plans are now in the possession of the Con- 
ference, and already it is clear that the repre- 
sentatives of the Dominions will be able to 
return bearing with them substantia! fruits, 
of which they will not in any sense be rob- 
bing the Mother Country.

ANXIETY IN THE RHINELAND. 


The Times Special Correspondent at 
Cologne, telegraphing yesterday, states :-—The 
French had little to say in Dusseldorf to-<iay 
on the subject of the negotiations with the 
industrialists, except to insist that there was 
a graat difference between those which have 
resulted in an agreement with Herr Otto 
Wolff and his associates and those begun with 
Herr Stinnes and his colleagues. The former 
were concerned with the payment of repara- 


tions, the latter merely with the resumption of 


work. 

Herr Wolff, the true type of international 
entrepreneur, made enormous sums out of 
munitions during the war, and has extensive 
interests in Russia, which are likely to prove 
of great importance to the French. In 
Dusseldorf it is generally believed that a 
political arrangement connected with schemes 
for a Rhineland Republic is involved in his 
settlement with the French. If this is so it 
throws a fresh light on the steady refusal of 
the latter to negotiate with any Central 
representatives and the insistence on dealing 
with individuals only. The French make no 
secret of the fact that they have declined 
point blank to deal with a Central Rhineland 
Cominittee, which, with the agreement of 
Berlin, it was desired to form in order to 
negotiate for a general resumption of work. 
Rhineland is to be taught that it no longer 
has anything to do with the authorities of the 
Reich.

SPECULATION IN LONDON, 

There has been much speculation since the 
death of the Master of the Rolls (Lord Stern- 
dale) about the consequent judicial changes, 
writes a Legal Correspondent in The T'imes. 
It has been assumed, probably rightly, that 
a Lord Chancellor who is an equity lawyer 
would desire to see the balance of Chancery 
and Common Law judges restored in the two 
Courts of Appeal. Belore the death of Lord 
Sterndale there were four Common Law 
Judges to two Chancery Judges. It is likely, 
therefore, that Lord Justice Warrington will 
be the new Master of the Rolls. The appoint- 
ment would leave open a seat in the Court 
of Appeal. Although Mr. Justice Eve, the 
senior Chancery Judge, was supposed recently 
to be about to retire on pension, it is under- 
stood that he would not refuse the vacancy 
in the Court of Appeal created by the pro- 
motion of Lord Justice Warrington. In that 
event, the vacancy in the Chancery Division 
would probably be filled by the elevation of 
Mr. Tomlin, K.C., to the Bench. It is also 
understood that Mr. Justice Coleridge, who 
has not been in good health for some time, 
has resigned, after sixteen years’ service, and 
that Mr. Justice Lush is about to retire. 
There would thus be two vacancies on the 
Common Law Bench, only one of which could 
be filled without the sanction of Parliament. 
It is thought that Sir William Finlay, K.C., 
will be chosen for promotion. 


RELEASED PRISONERS. 


MRS. DESPARD’S APPEAL.

NEW PROPOSALS. 


STATEMENT IN DAIL 
BY PRESIDENT. . 


statement on the industrial situation at 
yesterday's meeting of Dail Eireann :— 

“ As I stated at the last meeting of the 
Dail, we have been engaged for the past 
week in investigating with those qualified to 
advise us remedies for our present industrial 
difficulties. We have found that the matters 
to be considered are very wide in scope, and 
that strong opinions are held on them by the 
various parties whose interests are affected. 

“It will be necessary to devote more time 
f this question before a definite solution is 
achieved, but we have already progressed 
towards an understanding, and I am con- 
fident that peace and moderation will before 
long prevail. Special attention is h paid 
to the problem of the cost of living, par- 
ticularly in the larger towns and cities, and 
it is evident that all parties recognise this to 
be one of the essential points on hich adjust- 
ments are necessary. 

“ Recently the price of bread in Dublin has 
been reduced, and I am hopeful that reduc- 
tions. in the prices of other essential com- 
modities will shortly follow, 

‘*In all the consideration we have been 
giving to the industrial position one great 
obstacle to an early adjustment has presented 
itself, and that is the trouble at the ports. 
This stoppage of work has had a rá “arrow 
effect, on trade, and until the ports are again 
fully open no settlement designed to promote 
commerce and industry can take practical! 
effect. The position at some ports ta worse 
than that at others. 

" Where the position is exceptionally yeave, 
various intermediaries, members of this House 
and others, have exerted themselves to bring 
about a settlemefit that would relieve hard. 
ship and distress. 

‘They report, however, that there is little 
prospect of progress being made at present 
except on a national basis, and so the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce, in view of the 
information he has received, and with grate- 
ful appreciation of the services of those inter- 
mediaries in the cause of peace, In commun!:- 
cating to both parties .to the dispute a pro- 
posal designed to secure an immediate opening 
of all the ports and a detailed investigation 
into this question of dock labour im an 
atmosphere conducive to reliable conclusions. 

‘‘The proposal which the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce is making is briefly 
as follows :— | ' 

1. That on resumption of work there should be a 
reduction in wages of 1/- day, with 
consequential reductions in tonnage and 
overtime rates, and in the wages cf men 
who have previously followed the settle- 
ments relating te dock labour. 

2. That the Minister, in the exercise of his 
powers under Part If. of the industrial 
Courts Act, 1919, showld, as scon as nos- 
sihie after the resumpticn of work, set up a 
Court of Inquiry to report on this question 
of dock labour. 


“ The proposal to set up a court of inquiry 
is particularly appropriate, since I under- 
stand that the practice under which questions 
relating to dock labour are now dealt with 
on a national basis originated from the report 
of a court of inquiry which sat in London 
sOme years ago. We are now independent of 
Great Britain in these matters, and it is 
right and proper that we should now adopt 


‘| our own inquiries for ourseives, with a view 


to such arrangements as the circumstances of 
our own case require. 

““H these proposals are accepted, they will 
—— the ports and enable our Christmas 
trade, which is soon beginning, to be con- 
ducted in a normal way. For the future the 
court of inquiry may be trusted to make sueh 
recommendations as will safeguard the in- 
terests of all concerned. I would deprecate 
any detailed discussion of the matter now, 
but I trust that the feeling of the House is 
in favour of the Minister’s proposals, which I 
have outlined, and which, without any ex- 
cessive sacrifice on either side, will terminate 
a deplorable situation.” 


ALONG THE QUAYS. 

There was no change yesftrday in the 
labour situation. Carters who have remained 
at work were busy throughout the mor 4 
and afternoon, and there appeared to be little 
diminution in the volume of traffic in the 
streets. . 

While the discharge of chartered steamers 
continue to afford a good deal of employ- 
ment to quay hands, a large proportion of the 
dockers remain idle. 

There was nothing to report as regards the 
strike of chemical workers, wholesale drug 
employés, and canal men. and so far as could 
be learned from the strikers there appeared 
to be small prospect of an immediate settle- 
ment.

WOMAN’S EXHUMED 
BODY. 


REASONS FOR THE INQUEST. 


The inquest was opened at Witney, Oxford, 
vesterday afternoon on Mrs. Beatrice Fanny 
Clarkson, whose body was exhumed on Thes- 
day night. A examination was 
conducted in the morning at the workhouse, 
where the deceased woman's husband, a 
London waiter, was an early caller. 

Mr. R. F. Cuthbert, Coroner for the dis 
trict, addressing the jury, said that after the 
funeral Mr. George Pimm, the deceased 
woman's father, and his son, George Pimm, 
junior, made certain statements, which were 
forwarded to the proper authority in London, 
with the result that they were investigated. 
In due course he (the Coroner) received a 
report which, in the main, corroborated state- 
ments made bv the Pimms. The analysis 
would presumably tell them all that they 
wanted to know of the main reasons which 
actuated him in ordenng the exhumation. 
One was the undoubted fact that all the six 
or seven doctors who attended the deceased 
woman in hospital were all too considerably 
puzzled as to her illness. None of them could 
give the real cause of death with absolute 
certainty. and al] desired a post-mortem to 
be made. One other matter—prohably the 
origin of the suspicion aroused in the minds 
of the Pimms—was that Clarkson informed 
Pimm, junior, that he had known the deceased 
for some years, but papers were found which 
showed conclusively that he obtained an in- 
troduction to her through a matrimonial 
agency. 

Dr. Alexander Gibson said that the post- 
mortem showed that the woman was suffering 
from pyelitis. They were not able to come to 
any conclusion as to the cause of death. He 
preferred to wait until the analysis of the 
stomach had been made. 

The inquest was adjourned until November

WOULD LEAVE THE COUNTRY 


IN A WORSE STATE. 


Sir John Keane said that as regards the 
State’s interfering, they had had ence 
during the great war, and they found that it 
did not result in the reduction of the cost 
of living.” Government interference with the 
law of supply and demand would only make 
the last condition of things worse than the 
first. Under it fresh capital and enterprise 
would not come into the country, and those 
already existing would have a monopoly. After 
a while things would be all right, e trouble 
at present was due to disturbance and indus- 
trial unrest. Fresh capital and fresh enter- 
prise had hesitated to come into the country, 
and those at present there had e monopoly. 
Consequently prices were high. i 

Why did not the people of Dublin come 
together and form co-operative societies? 
There were societies in Belfast, but he did 
not know that they had many in Dublin. 
This also bore upon the question of unem- 
ployment. Until capital was attracted to the 
country and enterprise saw an opportunit 
for development, they could not cope wit 
unemployment. He was afraid that the forces 
oí production in this country would not pro- 

ress satisfactorily until there was evidence 
that unrest would cease. 

The cost of living was about 80 or 90 per 
cent. higher than in 1914, but in many cases— 
notably that of the dockers—the wages were 
300 per cent. above pre-war rates. Wages 
were still at the peak, and industry could not 
efford to keep men at that level. 

Sir John dealt at some length with the 
administration of the income tax Acts and 
the position created by the separation of the 
British and Free State Exchequers. He urged 
the Government to appoint a committee of 
experts to investigate the matter, and thus 
avoid confusion at the end of the financial 
year—confusion which would deter the inflow 
of capital, that ‘‘ shy bird which wanted a 
great deal of coaxing before it would nest in 
unsuitable or fincongenial surroundings.”’ 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 


As to the question of finance, he tted 
ba. a statement a ee Governor-General 
ac recision. “' e got in my pocket 
now,” bád Sir John Koen ain á which 
a few years ago was wo £5,000, and I 
bought it for t ce, and I think that there 
was a profit of per cent. on the sale of 
it.” (Laughter.) The whole trouble was due 
to the failure of a country to live within its 
means. That failure led to borrowing, which 
led to inflation and to unemployment and un- 
rest. 

Balancing the Budget was a thing that the 
Government certainly had not stressed suffi- 
ciently. In 1914 the expenditure in the Free 


' State was something like £8,000,000. Now, 


with an ex iture of about £16,000,000, 
they might 
the same standard as in 1914. The revenue 
was about £23,000,000, and, with no national 
debt, they ao to be able to live within 
their means. course, they knew that dar- 
ing the Great War salaries were inflated and 
everything got big, but economies should be 
effected, and they ought to be able to live 
within their means. Government ought 
to take drastic action to cut down expendi- 
ture, because if they did not balance their 
Budget it would adversely affect their borrow- 
ing Be. He hoped that the Government 
would really put that in the forefront of their 
gage Om guestion of finance or of 
iving withih their means. 

Mr. Farren said that Sir Hutcheson Pos 
had made remarkable statements about

Mr. O’Higgins next moved the second read- 
ing of the icensing (Renewal of Licences) 
Bill.

In many 
areas there had not been a sufficient number 
of District Justices to deal with the transfer 
of licences, and the annual sessions were not 
held. Owners of licensed premises continued 
to trade in spite ‘of the fact that they did not 
hold certificates of renewal. 

The second reading was passed. 


DEBATE ON ADDRESS. 


The House resumed the discussion of the 
Governor-General’s Address. The debate. was 
opened by Mr. Thomas Johnson. He explained 
that he would confine his remarks for the 
most part to the paragraph of the Address 
dealing with the general industrial. and 
economio situation. 

Short references to unemployment and 
the interned prisoners were made by 
the Leader of the Labour Party. 

Turning to the industrial situation, Mr. 
Johnson said that while one might express 
one’s pleasure at the statement that the Go- 
vernment were paying very serious attention 
to that problem, one could not but feel 
regretful that the Government had - not 
actually taken such steps as were warranted. 
They were told that the Government was 
hampered by disagreements between em- 
ployer and employé. There was no doubt 
that that was so, and it was a pity that when 
peace had come to the country the employers 
should have insisted on promoting these dis- 
agreements. i 

Quoting from the Governor-General’s 
Address, Mr. Johnson observed that it was 
stated that high wages, high profits, and high 
prices could not be sustained. He was glad 
that the Government recognised that agri- 
culture was the base of economic prosperity. 
He submitted that it was not only the facts 
of to-day that had to be taken into account, 
but the facts as they existed five years ago. 
If they were to be persuaded that high wages 
and high profits could not be sustained he 
would suggest that as many facts as could 
be collected should be collected and placed 
before the public. 


UNFORTUNATE. 


It seemed to him unfortunate that 
the first proposal should be  ccn- 
cerned with a _ reduction of Is. a 
day in wages and to set up the Court 
of Inquiry after that. They were told by 
one of the parties to the disagreements thai 
the cost of living figures had no relation to 
the price to be got for products in the 
market.. 

They had—notwithstanding other theories— 
the highest authority for not looking on 
human labour as a market commodity. To 
his mind what was wanted most was an. 
understanding of their respective positions on 
that particular question. They should know 
if human labour was to be treated as a 
market commodity and if no other considera- 
tions were to be taken into account. 

When they considered that a firm like 
Guinness made a net profit during the past 
five years of 14} million pounds it would be 
seen that there was some room for regulating 
profits. He made bold to say that a reduc- 
tion in the price of porter and stout would 
have a greater effect than a similar reduction 
in the price of any other commodity.

TIME FOR ECONOMY. 


The President said that he did not know 
whether the deputy had seen the report of 
the Judiciary Committee. The recommenda- 
tions in the bill were those of the Com- 
mittee. On that Committee was a large 
majority of the legal profession, and, 
ordinarily, one would expect that they would 
make recommendations which, in their 
opinion, were fair. They knew that judges 
in England were paid much higher salaries 
than in Ireland. Even in such an important 
profession they were not able to compete 
with the prices paid in England. 

On examination, it might be found that the 
salaries of judges in other countries were not 
as high as those in England. 

They were approaching a period in their 
history when economy would have to be 
practised. They had to find large sums, 
under Article 10 of the Treaty. Even if 
those salaries were inadequate—anu their 
advice was that they were not—they were 
fair. He thought that the deputy ought not 
t> press the recommendation in the present 
case. 

Generally speaking, the salaries compared 
favourably with the salaries that were paid 
before, having regard to all the circum- 
stances. He did not think that there would 
be any justification for the Government to 
recommend to the Dail higher salaries than 
those which the Committee recommended. 
He was afraid that he could not undertake 
to give favourable consideration to the sug- 
gestion made by the deputy. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that he would 
me sae see the judges placed on the same 
level. 

Mr. Hewat said that the committee gave 
very favourable consideration to the question 
of the judges’ salaries. The point that the 
judges should be on an equal footing was 
wrong. 

_On the point that the salaries were not as 
high as in England the President’s remarks 
applied. They could not in the Free State 
aim at giving any man the enormous salary 
paid elsewhere. The body of the people would

“in the Act before them as a safeguard. The’ 


salaries were adequate, all things considered,

BACK TO THE POINT. 


Captain Redmond pointed out;that he had 
not suggested that the judges ought to be 
paid salaries equal to those of the English 
judges, but that all the judges, with the ex- 
ception of the three he had mentioned, should 
be sr equal ealaries. All the judges in 
England were Pps £5,000 a year, and ne 
never suggested that any judges in Ireland 
should be paid that sum. 

The President remarked that the bill, as 
nearly as possible, represented the opinions 
presented to the Government by the Com- 
mittee advising them. One or more of the 
judges could, on the invitation of the Presi- 
dent of the Supreme Court, act in the Court 
of Appeal. 

Proféssor Magennis said that the amend- 
ment referred to was tabled at the special re- 
quest of the Bar Council of Ireland, and it 
was ruled out of order.

The Minister for Defence (Mr. -Muleahy), in 
reply to Mr. Davin (Leix-Offaly), said that he 
had been furnished with a complete list of 
barrack furniture and” other property 
handed .over to the Free State. by 
the British military authorities previous 
to their evacuation of the country. A 
considerable quantity was stolen and de- 
stroyed by Irregulars prior to May, 1922. The 
loss of the property was a loss to the State.

OIREACHTAS ACCOMMODATION. 

The President, replying to Major Bryan 
Cooper (Co. Dublin), who asked whether any 
further steps had been taken to provide 
permanent accommodation for the Oireachtas, 
said that the answer was in the negative.

Replying .to Mr. Heffernan (Tipperary), who 
asked whether in view of the depressed con- 
dition of agriculture ‘the loans formerly 
granted to farmers by the Board of Works for 
the erection of hay sheds, etc., would not 
again be made available for such purposes, 
the Minister for Finance (Mr. Blythe) said 
that he regretted that the financial position 
did not yet permit of the resymption of the 
issue of the loans in question. 

COST OF JUDICIAL SYSTEM. 

Mr. John Good (Co. Dublin) asked the 
Minister for Home Affairs if he would issue 
a detailed financial statement showing the 
estimated cost of salaries, pensions and other 
expenses necessary in connection with the 
establishment of the proposed judicial system ; 
and the annual cost of the present judicial 
system. ‘ : ; 
‘he Minister for Home Affairs said that he 
would endeavour to arrange with the Minister 
for Finance for the issue within the next few 
days of a statement on the lines suggested. 
He could not, however, promise that the 
part of the statement that dealt with the 
estimated cost of the proposed future system 
weuld be detailed. A rough estimate, how- 
ever, had already been made, from which it 
would appear that the new system would be 
substantially more economical than the pre- 
sent system. 

ROAD FUND GRANTS. 

The Minister for Local Govefnment, reply- 
ing to Mr. O'Mahony (Cork), said that there 
was no power under the existing law to make 
grants from the Road Fund direct to urban 
district councils as such. Grants made to 
county councils for road improvement should 
ordinarily be accessible to urban district 
councils within the county, if such councils 
had roads within their areas of the class for 
which grants were made. 

KILLED IN KERRY. 

Replying to Mr, Johnson (Co. Dublin), the 
Minister of Defence stated that no decision 
had been reached in the matter of bringing 
to Dublin for burial soldiers killed in active 
service in Kerry. 

PRICE OF ARMY MEAT. 

The Minister for Defence, replying fo Mr. 
Lyons (Westmeath and Longford), said that 
the cost of beef supplied from the Army 
Abattoir was between 7d. and 8d. per Ib., 
and. mutton between Is. amd 1s. ld. per Ib. 
Its: delivery at Mullingar, which was the only 
barracks in the Midlands supplied,’ was about 
one halfpenny per Ib. Tenders for supplies 
to the barracks were received, but as the 
Quartermaster-General was satisfied that the 
tendering was not free and unrestricted, no 
tender was accepted, and he considered it ad- 
visable for the time being to supply meat 
from the, Army Abattoir.

NO DEFINITE PLANS. 


By the RIGHT HON, WINSTON 
CHURCHILL,

Up to this point in the story of the Darda- 
nelles the War Couneil and the Admiralty had 
accepted unqueéstioningly the basis that no 
troops were available for offensive operations 
against Turkey. In his first letter to me of 
January 2 Lord Kitehener had said: '' We 
have no troops to land anywhere. . + - 
We shall not be ready for anything big for 
some monhs.” The first telegram to Admiral 
Carden of January 3 had asked: “ Are you of 
opinion that it is practicable to force the 
Dardanelles. using ships alone!” At the 
evening meeting of the War Council on 
January 28, when the final decision was taken, 
Lord Kitchener repeated: “ We have at pre- 
sent no troops to spare.” ' 

It was on that foundation alone that all our 
decisions in favour of’a purely naval attack 
had been taken.. But henceforward a series 
of new facts and pressures came into play 
which gradually but unceasingly changed the 
character and enormously extended the scale 
of the enterprise. Under these influences in 
less than two months the naval attack, with 
its lack of certainty, but with its limited 
costs and risks, became subsidiary, and in its 
place there arose a mili development of 
great magnitude. Over this new plan the 
Admiralty had no responsible control, Our 
advice did not prevail; our criticisms were 
not welcomed; and even inquiries became 4% 
matter of delicacy and tact. ~ Nevertheless, Ly 
the results of this military operation we had 
to stand or fall. 


Pressure to 
Employ Troops. 


After all, there was an Army. From the 


very moment when the ms naval attack 


had been finally resolved troops from many 
quarters began to.come into view. From that 
moment the pressure to eniploy troops in one 
way or another grew steadily in every mind. 
The decision to abandon or postpone indefi- 
nitely the advances along the Belgian coast 
liberated portions of the reinforcements des- 
tined for Sir John French. 

The feeble character of the Turkish attack 
on Egypt and its repulse liberated the greater 
part of the Army concentrated there. The 
continued improvement in the training of the 
Australian and Territorial troops in this Army 
increasingly fitted them for offensive opera- 
tions. on. 
South Africa had removed other anxieties. 
Meanwhile the First and Second of the New 
Armies {in all twelve divisions) were improv- 
ing in training and progressing in equipment, 
A number of Territorial divisions fully 
equipped and in good order, whose. training 
was now advanced, were also available at 
home. The large numbers of armed and 
organised soldiers in the United Kingdom 
should have removed all apprehension of over- 
sea invasion. 


Troops Ready 
to Move. 


At intervals during the next three months

All these troops were available for moving 
at this moment. The transport for their con- 
veyance by #ea could readily have been pro- 
cured. All, or their equivalent, and more were 
subsequently sent. Together they comprised 
an army of at least 150,000 men. This army 
could have been concentrated in the Eastern 
Mediterranean in readiness to intervene at 
any point selected some time before the end 
of March. If at any time in January it had 
been deliberately decided to use such an 
army, according to some good plan and with 
a resolute purpose, in a combined opera 
tion to seize the Gallipoli Peninsula, and thus 
open the passage for the Fleet, few will now 
doubt that a complete victory would have 
been gained. 
On the other hand, apart from the 29th 
Division, all these troops had been raised or 
anently embodied only since the out- 
reak of the war. To open a new campaign 
on a large scale was a most serious decision, 
in view of their partially trained character 
and of the general shortage of munitions. This 
was the justification for the naval attack. It 
also within its limite presented a logical and 
consistent eme of war. Either plan was 
defensible, But for what happened there can 
be no defence except human infirmity. To 
drift into a new campaign piecemea] and with- 
out any definite decision or careful plan would 
have n scouted by everyone. Yet . so 
obliquely were these issues presented, so 
baffling were the personal factors involved, 
that the War Council were drawn insensibly 
and irresistibly into the gulf. 


How Lord Kitchener 
Got His Way. 


The workings of Lord Kitchener’s mind con- 
stituted at this period a feature almost as 
puzzling as the great war problem iteelf. His 
prestige and authority were immense. He was 
the mouthpiece of War Office opinion in 
the War Council. Everyone had the greatest 
admiration for his character, and eve e 
felt fortified, amid the terrible and incalcul- 
able events of the opening months of the war, 
by his comman presence. 

When he gave a decision it was invariabl 
accepted as final. He was never, to my belief, 
overruled by the War Council or the Cabinet 
in any military matter, great or small: No 
single unit was ever sent or withheld con- 
trary, not were | to his agreement, but to hie 
advice. Scarcely anyone ever ventured to 
argue with him in Council. for the 
man, sympathy for him in i 
labours, ence in his professional judg- 
ment, and the belief that he had plans deeper 
and wider than any we could see, silenced 
misgivings and disputes, whether in 
— or at the War Office.

hurried eagerly out of the country with the 
rk ee ye ag Force and were now in France, 
feeling that they ought to contro] the whole 
conduct of the war from the highly localised 
point of view of the British General Head- 
quarters at St. Omer. 

In their place, filling vitally important 
situations, were officers on the retired list 
or men. whose opinions had never coun 
weightily with British military thought. These 
officers were petrified by Lord Kitchner’s 
personality and position. They none of them 
showed the natural force and ability to argue 
questions out wih him vigorously as man to 
man. He towered up in his uniform us a 
Field-Marshal and Cabinet Minister besides, 
and they saluted as subordinates on a drill- 


ground. 


“The Rushing, Swirling 
Torrent of Events.” 


They never presented him with well- 
considered general reasonings about the whol: 
course of the war. They stood ready to 
execute his decisions to the best of their 
ability. It was left to the members of the 
War Council to write papers upon the broad 
strategic view of the war. It was left to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. ‘loyd 
George, to discern and proclaim to the Cabinet 
in unmistakable terms the impending wili- 
tary collapse of Russia. 

It was left to me to offer at any rate «ne 
method of influencing the politica] situation in 
the Near East in default of comprehensive 
military schemes. And Lord Kitchener him- 
self was left to face the-rushing, . swirling 
torrent of events with no rock of clear, well- 
thought-out. doctrine and calculation at his 
back. i 

Im consequence he gave decisions. now in 
this direction, now in that, which were 
markedly influenced by the daily . impres- 
sions he sustained, which impressions were 
often of a fleeting nature. As a result, his 
decisions were sometimes contradictory. He 
was torn between two perfectly clear-cut 
views of the war, both urged upon him with 
force and passion, with wealth of fact and 
argument. 


“ Succumbed to 
Competing Policies.” 


All the leading soldiers ‘n the British Army, 
all the august authority of the French High 
Command asserted that the sole path to vic- 
tory lay in sending every single man and gun 
and shell to the French front to.“ kill Ger- 
mans” and break their lines in the West. 
All the opinion of the War Council. which 
certainly contained men who had established 
themselves as the leading figures of the public 
lifa of their generation, was focused upon the 
Southern and Eastern theatre as the scene for 
the campaign of 1915. | 

Kitchener himself was strongly drawn in 
this direction by his own Eastern interest and 
knowledge. He saw to the full the vision of 
what success in this quarter would mean, but 
he also felt. what we did not feel in the same 
degree—the fearful alternative re. to

steadily inio view a series of problems con- 
nected with the manufacture and purchase of 
munitions upon a scale never dreamed of by 
any human being up till this period. These 
problems comprised the entire social and in- 
dustrial life of the country, and touched the 
a economic-and financial system of the 
world. 


Ad! to this the daily exposition of all 
military business in Cabinet and in Council— 
a process most trying and burdensome to 
Lord Kitchener, and one in which he felt 
himself at a disadvantage; add, further, the 
continuous series of decisions upon executive 
matters covering the vast field of the war, 
including important operations and expedi- 
tions which were campaigns in themselves, 
and it will be realised that the strain that 
descended upon the King’s greatest subject 
was far more than mortal man could bear. 

It must, however, be stated that Lord 
Kitchener in no way sought to lighten these 
terrific burdens, On the contrary, he resented 
promptly any attempt to interfere in and 
even scrutinise his vast domains of responsi- 
bility. He resisted tenaciously the efforts 
which were made from January onwards to 
remove the production of munitions of all 
kinds from his control as Secretary of State. 


Even Touched 
Irish Questions. 


He devolved on to subordinates as little as 
he could. He sought to manage the Great 
War by the same sort of personal control 
that he had used with so much success in 
the command of the tiny Nile Expedition. 
He kept the General Staff, or what was left 
of it, in a condition of complete subservience 
and ‘practical abeyance. He even reached 
out, as his Cabinet office justified, into poli- 
tical spheres in questions of Ireland, of 
temperance, and of industrial organisation. 


It is idle at this date to affect to disregard 
or conceal these facts. Indeed, the greatness 
of Lord Kitchener and his lasting claims upon 
the respect and gratitude of succeeding 
generations of his fellow-countrymen, . for 
whose cause and safety he fought with single- 
hearted purpose and a giant’s strength, will 
only be fortified by the fullest comprehension 
of his character and of his difficulties. 

If this story and the facts and documents 
on ‘which it rests, constitute any reflection 
upon his military policy, I must also testify 
to the overwhelming weight of the burdens 
laid upon him, to his extraordinary patience 
and courage in all the difficulties and _per- 
plexities through which we were passing, and 
to his unvarying kindness and courtesy to 
me.

Prospects of the 
Campaign. 


I expected that if, and when, the Turkish 
forts began to fall, the Greeks would join: us, 
and that the whole of their armies. would be 
at our disposal thenceforward, I hoped that 
the apparition of a British Fleet off Con- 
stantinople and the flight or destruction of the 
(Joeben and the Breslau would be followed by 
political reactions of a far-reaching character, 
as the result of which the Turkish Govern- 
ment would negotiate or witndraw to Asia. I 
trusted that good diplomacy following hot-foot 
on a great. war event would induce Bulgaria 
to march on Adrianople. ' 

Lastly, I was sure that Russia, whatever 
her need elsewhere, would not remain in- 
different to the fate of Constantinople and 
that further reinforcements would be forth- 
coming from-her. It was on these quasi- 
political factors that. I counted in our own 
military penury for the means of exploiting 
and consolidating any success which might 
fall to the Fleet. 

But, of course, if after ali Lord Kitchener 
and the War Council saw their way to form a 
substantial British Army. in the East. the 
prospects of a great and successful combina- 
tion were vastly more hopeful. .Amid the con- 
flicting opinions, competing plans, and shift- 
ing exigencies of the situation, the desirability 
of eoncentrating the largest possible Army in 
the . Eastern Mediterranean with extreme 
promptitude, and placing at its head a 
supreme general, seemed to all of us at the 
Admiralty to be obvicus. Therefore, we at all 
times, in all discussions, supported everything 
that would promote and expedite this con- 
centration.

CLASS WAR. 

Having described one whose mind and 
heart were set on gain, the Archbishop said 
that such a man was a specimen, not of the 
madel employer, but of the selfish competitor, 
whose competition brought class war in its 
train. To get ahead of the other competitors 
he looked at his own interests alone ia giv- 
ing employment, and the day might come 
uickly upon him when his workers, very 
likely to their own loss, might paralyse his 
industry, because they had the power, and 
because. he did not identify their interests 
with his own in the things that God gave 
hir to do. Without any cold selfishness on 
his part, the danger of class war from the 
side of labour was only too great. They 
could not expect the same unity of mind of a 
multitade, and a few reckless, head-strong 
men might involve their fellow-workers in a 
ruinous conflict. On neither side would right 
be done unless the Christian spirit of brother- 
hood prevailed; nor would anything else save 
men from the anarchy of throwing over their 
own chosen leaders. Divergent views, 
differences of ability and opportunity, and 
frailty and sin would. bring conflicts as long 
as men existed. 

In the end no class had greater interest 
ia the full use of time and facilities than 
had the workers, to whom plentiful supplies, 
at moderate prices,,was a prime requisite for 
their families. What chance was there for 
reducing to a minimum or diminishing, at 
all, the unemployment, waste of time and 
energy, less, want, i ‘erness, and de- 
moralisation caused by the conflicts of em- 
ployers and workers, unless the parties en- 
gaged came together ne--, and, in a brotherly 
spirit, knew one another’s position, and 
practised helpfulness towards one another ?

leasure in attending a meeting of the 

ouncil, and the reason was that 
the present was the fist occasion 
that they “had had a Council of Ire- 
land that represented all Ireland. That, he 
believed, argued very well for the Society. 
The working of the Society for the current 
year was. dealt with in the Secretary 's re- 
port, which was read and adopted. 

The difficulties which arose from the, de- 
struction of the Society’s premises, stock, and 
records in the civil fighting in 1922 had not, 
unfertunately, grown less. No compensati m 
had been received for the loss sustained, and 
meanwhile the Society was burdened with a 
heavy load of debt to traders nd to tLe 
tank. Notwithstanding all this, the work of 
reconstruction had heen proceeded win is 
quickly as possible. Four new publications 
had been issuéd, and seven were in the press 
ready for early issue. There were, in addi- 
tion, a number of booklets reprinted since 
January. Taking the period since the fire, 
the Society had published 52 new issues and 
reprinted 197 booklets. This, of course, was 
a record, and in the special circumstances it 
was al] the more striking. Since January 1, 
1923, to September W, 1923, 541,214 booklets 
and 91,838 Catholic magazines and papers had 
been sold. 

The financial.result of the year’s work was 
consideréd satisfactory. The trade turn- 
over was £8,747 16s. 6d., and the relation of 
the working expenses to that figure was 26.8 

er cent., ignoring reserves for depreciation 
and bad and doubtful debts. ‘he relation of 
the turnover to the figures for wages, com- 
missions, and auditors’ expenses was 20 per 
cént. Taking the Society s account as apart 
frém the trading account, it was found that 
the subscriptions and donations came to 
£2,282 odd, and that £1,827 was carried to 
the trade account; and, deducting the loss in 
trading after providing for reserves, it was 
found that the capital accretion for the year 
was £1,279 6s. Gd., bringing the figure of the 
Saciety’s capital in the balance sheet to 
£3,195. 4s. 5d. 

Sir John O'Connell moved the adoption, and 
the motion was carried. 

The Rev. George Turley was unanimously 
re-appointed. Honorary Secretary of the 
Society. Dr. Doherty, Bishop of Galway, 
was elected to the position of Honorary 
Treasurer. 

A discussion took place on a proposal for 
the appointment of a full-time organiser, and 
it was finally agreed that the Archbishop of 
Dublin should be approached with ‘a view to 
releasing the Honorary. Secretary, Father 
Turley, from his present duties, in order that 
he might take up the positiopof organiser.

““Owing,” he continued, “ to the terrible 
times through which we have passed, there is 
a great deal wrong and many things to be 
corrected.

“THE CATHOLIC LAYMAN.” 
SIR JOSEPH GLYNN’S ADDRESS. 


Sir Joseph Glynn, in the course of the 
inaugural address on “ The Catholic Layman,”’ 
said that the Catholic religion was a very 
real and living factor in the lives of the men 
of pre-Reformation days, and coloured all their 
acts. For three centuries there had been a 
persistent outpouring of misrepresentation on 
the question of Church Indulgences, until 
even some Catholics got it into their heads 
that the whole cause of the revolt of Luther 
was because of Indulgences. That the grant- 
ing of Indulgences was abused is not denied. 
But all the wonderful works carried out 
through their means were forgotten, or mis- 
represented. 

Works which nowadays are commonly 
carried out by county and municipal authori- 
ties were assisted by Indulgences, and the 
granting of Indulgences for what oo to 
be temporal works was was defended on 
various grounds. 

Out of the Church revenues were founded 
by the bishops of the time colleges, schools, 
and those who to-day were enjoying the 
benefits of the great universities and colleges 
in England owed their present happy position 
to the generosity of the Catholic clergy and 
laity of pre-Reformation days. 

STATE INTERVENTION. 

All through they saw the active absence of 
State interference or State help. It was as 
if the pepple, owing to the teaching of the 
Church, realised their duty in this matter, 
and, of themselves, provided all that was 
necessary for the Chusch, the school, the hos- 
pital, the sick, and the poor. . 

The rise of Protestantism destroyed this 
idea of a corporate civic life, and put indi- 
vidualism in its place. In Protestant countries 
the aristocratic ruling caste was supreme in 
Church and State; in Catholic countries the 
Church, to save itself from the pillage which 
had taken place elsewhere, e sweeping 
concessions which gave the lay rulers the 
nominations to vacant bishoprics and benefices, 
subject, of course, to the approval of the Pope. 
It is fashionable, nowadays, to date the rise 
of democracy from .quite modern time, but 
history was against that contention, and 
clearly proved that the pre-Reformation 
Christian democracy was a very real thing, 
which the religious revolution of the sixteenth 
century destroyed. It was robbery and not 
religion that was at the back of the so-called 
Reformation. 

The substitution of a married for a celibate 
clergy resulted in the entire of the tithe going 
to the maintenance of the new clergy, their 
wives and families, so that.in the last result 
they found the noble provision for education, 
hospitals, the poor and the aged, which had 
been made, either directly through founda- 
tions and tithes, or indirectly through the 
trade guilds, utter! nota 

EMPLOY AND EMPLOYE.

not recognise their responsibilities, and those 
who laboured did not fulfil their duty? Per- 
haps because Catholics on both sides had 
ceased to look to the Church for guidance in 
such matters, and took no hada of Papal 
Encyclicals or episcopal letters? The Catholic 
Church, while it recognised and preached the 
right of the individual to hold property, did 
not recognise his right to use his wealth as he 
chose. i 

The modern State was secular, and, owing 
to the decline of personal religion, it was in 
practice, though not in theory, anti-religious. 

Here in Ireland they had to build up a new 
State according to their own ideals. There 
was, therefore, a serious task before Irish 
Catholics if the State was to be built up on 
lines which would be in keeping with Catholic 
traditions and policy. Their first duty would 
be to see that the education of their Catholic 
children was conducted not only on Catholic 
lines, but should be such as to produce citizens 
who should respect authority in Church and 
State alike. The existing system was cramped 
from the start by the divorce of education 
from a healthy sense of obedience to the 
State. Their political troubles raised a barrier 
between those who governed the country and 
the people, with the result that they were 
taught that an alien Government was not en- 
titled to their respect or obedience. 

UNIVERSITY TESTS. 

It would not be fair to apply to the National 
University the tests which might be applied 
with justice to a university which had been 
long established. Its constitution was hedged 
round with safeguards to prevent the Catholic 
Church obtaining the same place within its 
walls that the Protestant Episcopalian Church 
had had in Trinity College since its founda- 
tion. The Legislature tried to make it 
pagan—that was, non-sectarian—but despite 
the Legislature it was Catholic in its 
atmosphere. 

A vote of thanks to Sir Joseph Glynn for 
his address was passed, on the motion of Dr. 
M. S. Walsh, seconded by Mr. F. T. Sweeney.

SHIP CANAL DUES. 

Sir Frederick W. Lewis, Bart., in moving 
the adoption of the report at the 25th annual 
meeting in Manchester, said the embargo on 
importation of Canadian cattle, which for 
many years had been a source of grievance to 
our Canadian cousins, was removed in April, 
and they obtained substantial shipments up 
to the close of their trading year.
